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The State Grange Mocting. 

The seventh annual session ‘of the Maine 
State Grange closed at Waterville on 
Thursday evening of last week. ‘The ses- 
sion was harmonious, and its work accom- 
plished in an intelligent manner. The only 
officers to be elected at this meeting were 
two members of the executive committee 
to hold office for three years. A general 
election of officers occurs only once in two 
years and the time of election is the odd 
year. This was our first attendance upon 
the State Grange, and we never saw. the 
business of any deliberative body trans- 
acted with greater intelligence, better dis- 
patch and more perfect harmony. The 
debates were sometimes sharp and spirit- 
ed, but were invariably conducted with 
courtesy and with a proper regard to the 
feelings and views of others. We have 
been in attendance upon more than twenty 
sessions of the State Legislature, and the 
debating and administrative ability shown 
by the members of the State Grange at 
their late session, in our judgment; was 
fully equal to that by any Maine Legisla- 
ture during that period. 

The fact is thus demonstrated that farm- 
ers with the training which the Grange 
gives, are as well qualified to fill import- 
ant positions either in the councils of the 
State or Nation, as those of any other pro- 
fession. We donot mean to say that the 
Grange is the only training school where 
the farmer can obtain the requisite knowl- 
edge for the transaction of public b 
buc of all the farmers’ organizations at Mf 
present time, we believe it to be the best 
adapted to that end. ’ 

We have frequently advocated the 
Grange for its social advantages. We have 
said that to many of our young men and 
women especially, farm life is plodding 
and unattractive, and that any proper 
means caleulated to break up its monotony 
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bias is so strong that it manifests itself 


on évery occasion. But the great body of 
patrons is true to their non-political princi- 
ples, and so long a8 this elément is in the 
ascendency, the Order is safe. 

The State Grange is in harmony with 
the other Agricultural organizations, as_ its 
action at Waterville ‘abundantly proves. 
Reference was nade to the courtesies ex- 
tended to: the Order by the Officers of the 
State Society, and the work 
of the Board of Agriculture was heajtily 
unanimously passed to memorialize the 
State Legislature for a more liberal sup- 
port to the College of Agriculture and the 
Mechanical Arts, and asking for a change 
in the law so that hereafter a majority of 
the Board of Trustees shall be practical 
farmers. The discussion upon this subject 
was intelligent and the views. expressed, en- 
lightened and liberal. ‘This institution was 
regarded as one in which the Grange has a 
peculiar interest, and the members of the 
Order will see to it that it is properly sus- 
tained and supported, and that its manage- 
ment shall be in the interest of Agricul- 
ture. The farmers in the State Legisla- 
ture have always had it in their power to do 
this, but harmony of views and concert of 
action haye generally been wanting. In 
fact, some of the most persistent opposi- 
tion the State College has ever had in the 
Legislature has come from the farmers 
themselves. We trust that this may be so 
no longer ; if there are faults in its manage- 
ment, let them be corrected, but don’t let 
its usefulness be impaired for lack of the 
necessary means.

-tions in which they are interested with that 
ease, and many of them with a clearness 
and force that surprised as well as grati- 
fied us.

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THe Pusiic Printing. Mr. John D. 
Defrees, the Public Printer, in his annual 
report to the President ofthe Senate shows 
that the actual expenditures on account of 
the printing, binding, engraving, litho- 
graphing, etc., for the government of the 
United States for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1880, as executed at the Govern- 
ment printing-oftice, amounted to $2,034,- 
750, The aggregate amount of expenses 
for paper was $435,730. The aggregate 
amount paid for lithographing and engrav- 
ing was $180,507. ‘The amount expended on 
account of the public binding was $455,- 
592. During the second session of the 
46th Congress there were printed for the 
Senate 1,649 bills and joint resolutions, 216 
executive documents, 104 miscellaneous 
documents, 785 reports of committees, 15 
resolutions and 5 confidential documents. 
For the House there were printed 3,808 
bills and joint resolutions, 90 executive doc- 
uments, 47 miscellaneous documents, 9 res- 
olutions, and 1,793 reports of committees. 

Regarding the enlargement of the build- 
ing, Mr. Defrees says: ‘The enormous in- 
crease of the public printing and binding is 
such as to require the enlargement of the 
building in which the work is done. Fifty 
thousand copies of the last annual report 
of the Commissioner of Agriculture have 
been printed; but for want of storage the 
printing of the remaining 250,000 copies 
has been suspended until the edition of 
50,000 now printed can be bound and de- 
livered. Other public documents are de- 
layed for the same reason.” 

New ENGLAND FisHerres. A Glouces- 
ter, Mass., dispateh says the mackerel catch 
of New England for 1880 has been larger 
than for many years previously. Gliquces- 
ter had a fleet of 110 vessels, with 100 
seines, employing 1650 men, and the catch 
is estimated at 129,620 barrels, the largest 
of any year since 1865, when the Glouces-

From “H. P. Hub- 
bard’s Newspaper Directory of the World 
for 1881,” we learn that the United States 
and Canada issue 8,211 newspapers and 
magazines, with an aggregate single issue 


are about 2,000 publications whose circula- 
tion is not given, but, estimated by the av- 
erage of the others, they would swell the 
aggregate single issue of all to 20,709,000, 
or one paper to every two anda half of 
our American and Canadian population, 
counting. as we may, the people of both 
countries, at 54,000,000. The aggregate 
annual circulation rises to the number of 
2,295,591,990 newspapers and magazines, 
which would give to each individual forty- 
two anda half copies per annum, or nearly 
one each week. Thus, on an.average, each 
person is preached to once a week by the 
periodical press. 

The facts in regard to British publica- 
tions are yet stronger. These number 
2,928, sending out an aggregate issue of 
1,734,841,956 copies to supply a population 
of about 35,000,000, or one copy to every 
two persons,and furnishing to each individ- 
ual in the Kingdom forty-nine and one-half 
edpies per annum. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that many of the English 
periodicals are sent to Canada, South Afri- 
ca, Australia and India. Allowance being 
made for these, it will be found that Great 
Britain and America are supplied about 
equally with the issues of the press. The 
two nations furnish annually 4,030,433,946 
periodicals to about 90,000,000 of people, 
or forty-five papers to each person.

Dakota makes the fourth one of our 
present Territories which has asked to be 
made a State. Bills have several times 
been introduced for the admission of Utah 
and New Mexico, and one is now pending 
for Washington Territory. ‘The bill re- 
cently introduced in behalf of Dakota 
stands little chance in the present Congress 
independent of its merits. The Territory 
has at present a population of about 140,- 
000. The Northern Pacific is now con- 
structed completely across the Territory, 
and three other parallel lines are under 
construction further to the south. Immi- 
gration is pouring in, and by the time 
the next Congress can consider the propri- 
ety of making a State of Dakota it will 
doubtless have sufficient population to en- 
title it to one Congressman underthe new 
appointment. Dakota is next after Alaska 
our largest Territory, and if admitted with 
its present boundaries would be almost 4s 
large a State as California. There has 
been some talk of dividing it, but it is bet- 
ter as itis. A slice might perhaps be cut 
off it on the west for the benefit of Monta- 
na and Wyoming, but the new States in 
the extreme West ought to have a pretty 
extensive area. That region will not sup- 
port as dense a population as the more 
Eastern section of the country, and the 
States should therefore be the larger in 
size, in order to insure, as nearly as possi- 
ble, something like an approximation to 
equality of population among the States of 
the Union. 








Tue Hupson River Ice HARVEST. 
The great New York winter harvest of the 
Hudson river is now being gathered in at 
all points from Germantown, and the work 
has also been commenced at this point and 
its vicinity. At Catskill Point the work is 
going forward with great rapidity. Eight 
inches of solid “‘water ice” is being housed. 
On the Catskill creek the houses are al- 
ready filled with splendid 12 inch ice from 
the creek. At Eavensport the work was be- 
gun last week, and a large quantity of ice 
is still in store there. In the vicinity’ of 
Troy, Albany, and points below, the houses 
are already more than half full, and many 
entirely filled. About 6000 men are al- 
ready engaged and nearly 1500 horses, the 
latter being used on the river and not for 
hoisting, which is now all done by steam 
power atavery rapid rate. The work- 
men receive from $I to $1.75 per day, ac- 
cording to position and labor; teams from 
$3 to $4. At this rate it is claimed that the

COMMISSIONER Raum’s report of the 
operations of the Internal Revenue Bureau 
has more interest than that of the heads of 
some of the business condition of the coun- 
try as well as a statement of the taxation 
borne by the people. This year, happily, 
it is an evidence of the general prosperity, 
of large production and consumption. 
Thus the figures show that the total re- 
ceipts from internal revenue during the 
twelve months ending June 30 last were 
$123,981,916, an increase of $10,500,000 
over the fiscal year 1879, notwithstanding 
the reduction of the tax on tobacco. The 
receipts for the first four months of this 
year, too, show an increase over the cor- 
responding period of lest year of $3,058,213, 
and conclude that the total receipts of the 
year which will end on June 30 next, will 
be $135,000,000. This great increase is 
largely due, of course,to the good times 
the country is enjoying, and must continue 
as long.as they exist, while there is certain 
to be a natural increase at all times in the 
ratio of the growth of population. 

In view of these facts and the steady de- 
crease of demands upon the Treasury by 
the reduction of the debt, a decrease which 
will be accelerated, too, by the additional 
refunding operations favored by the Presi- 
dent in his message, the country and Con- 
gress will no doubt turn a willing ear to 
the recommendations of the Commissioner 
for the abolition of certain taxes. Those 
suggested by him are bank checks, friction 
matches, patent medicines, perfumery and 
cosmetics, bank deposits, savings banks 
deposits and bank capital. The revenue 
derived from these sources last year was 
very nearly eleven millions of dollars, and 
the cutting of it off would probably reduce 
the total receipts for 1881 to about the fig- 
ures of 1880.
